Samuel  Lemberg 
Dies  At  84 

Samuel  Lemberg,  a  major  benefactor 
and  devoted  leader  of  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue  died  July  15, 1981  at  the  age  of  84. 
For  more  than  thirty  years,  he  played  a 
key  role  in  helping  to  chart  the  direction 
of  the  Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 

Mr.  Lemberg  became  a  member  of  the 
synagogue  in  1948  shortly  after  the  family 
moved  to  Manhattan.  His  leadership  quali¬ 
ties  were  quickly  recognized  and  he  was 
drafted  for  the  Board  of  Trustees,  where 
he  served  in  many  positions,  most  notably 
as  Chairman  of  the  Nominating  Committee 
and  in  the  work  of  the  Finance  Committee. 
In  his  daily  life  he  practiced  the  principles 
he  espoused.  A  realtor  of  note,  Mr.  Lem¬ 
berg’s  advice  was  sought  and  given  on  a

Congregation  Prepares 
To  Greet  New  Year  of  5742 

Selihot  (Penitential  Prayers)  will  be 
observed  on  Saturday,  September  19,  with 
a  service  which  heralds  the  theme  of  the 
High  Holiday  season  —  Repentance. 

Elul,  the  month  preceding  the  High 
Holy  Days,  is  traditionally  the  time  when 
Jews  begin  their  preparation  to  greet  the 
New  Year.  Each  day,  at  our  daily  service, 
the  shofar  is  sounded,  calling  us  to  prepare 
for  the  Days  of  Awe.  This  year  the  month 
of  September  coincides  with  the  month  of 
Elul,  and  in  our  synagogue  opportunities 
are  available  to  the  membership  to  begin 
their  preparation— intellectually, emotion¬ 
ally  and,  most  of  all,  spiritually  —  to  greet 
Rosh  Hashanah  5  742.  (See  page  3 
for  a  description  of  lectures  avail¬ 
able  through  the  Sherr  Institute  of  Adult 
Jewish  Studies.) 

As  in  past  years,  Rabbi  Wechsler  will 
deliver  the  Selihot  Lecture  which  tra¬ 
ditionally  preceeds  the  Selihot  Service. 
For  his  topic  this  year,  Rabbi  Wechsler  has 
chosen:  “The  Search  For  Inner  Peace: 
Repentance  In  The  Thought  of  Rabbi 
Abraham  Isaac  Kook.” 

The  Selihot  Service  provides  a  rare 
opportunity  for  the  cantor  to  present 
hazzanut  in  a  manner  not  heard  again 
during  the  liturgical  year.  In  a  service 
which  lasts  only  an  hour,  the  musical 
themes  of  the  High  Holy  Days  are 
presented  as  leit  motifs  to  remind  one  of 
the  penitential  period.  Beginning  with 
Selihot  this  period  will  close  at  Neilah 
on  Yom  Kippur. 

Let  us  all  look  forward  to  the  sharing 
of  these  sacred  times  together.

PARK  AVENUE  SYNAGOGUE 
IN  1904 


Soon  after  the  turn  of  the  century, 
Congregation  Agudath  Jeshorim  —  which 
was  to  change  its  name  to  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  in  1923  — purchased  the  build¬ 
ing  at  1 1 5  East  86th  Street  from  the  Park 
Avenue  Methodist  Church.  The  building 
was  refurbished,  both  on  the  inside  and 
the  outside,  to  function  as  a  Synagogue, 
and  was  dedicated  as  the  first  home  of 
the  Congregation  in  1904.

Continued  from  page  1,  column  1 
daily  basis  during  the  planning  and  con¬ 
struction  of  the  new  building  and  at  the 
Dedication  Ceremonies  he  was  singled  out 
for  a  special  citation  in  recognition  of  his 
distinguished  service.  The  auditorium  on 
the  Lower  Level  bears  the  Lemberg  name, 
a  gift  of  Mr.  Lemberg  and  his  wife,  Lucille, 
and  his  gifts  to  the  new  building  on  behalf 
of  himself  and  other  members  of  his 
family  made  them  principal  benefactors 
of  the  Building  Fund. 

Rabbi  Nadich,  in  a  moving  eulogy  to 
Mr.  Lemberg,  spoke  of  him  as  a  genuinely 
good  man,  a  modest  man  who  served 
anonymously  and  declined  acclaim,  a  man 
who  thought  primarily  of  the  goal  and 
rarely  of  himself.  Dr.  Abram  Sachar, 
Chancellor  of  Brandeis  University  and 
Dr.  Maurice  Hexter,  renowned  leader  of 
Federation,  described  Mr.  Lemberg’s 
enormous  support  to  so  many  institutions 
—  Brandeis,  Federation,  The  United  Jewish 
Appeal,  The  YMHA,  the  Usdan  Center  for 
the  Performing  Arts  and  The  Brooklyn 
Jewish  Center.  The  greatness  of  this  man 
lay  in  the  manner  in  which  he  used  his 
success.  He  set  up  a  special  loan  fund  to 
provide  scholarship  assistance  for  needy 
students  seeking  entry  to  colleges  and 
universities.

—  1882-1982  — 

One  Hundred  Years  Old 

How  does  it  feel  to  be  one  hundred 
years  old?  Few  people  are  blessed  with 
being  centenarians  and  most  institutions 
never  reach  such  an  age.  But  we  here  at 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  have  cause  to 
celebrate  on  these  High  Holy  Days,  for 
they  mark  the  beginning  of  the  year-long 
centennial  of  our  congregation. 

Do  you  think  that  Jews,  living  in  York- 
ville  and  on  the  lx>wer  East  Side  one 
hundred  years  ago,  could  have  imagined 
our  Synagogue  as  it  is  today?  In  reading 
the  old  records  of  our  Congregation,. I 
have  noticed  an  everpresent  concern  with 
posterity,  with  the  future.  Though  I  can¬ 
not  recall  anyone  imagining  New  York 
in  1981  or  1982,  there  is  a  concern  for 
the  children  that  goes  back  all  those  years. 

Park  Avenue  Synagogue  in  1882  was 
a  family  synagogue.  Members  felt  their 
congregation  to  be  an  outgrowth  of  their 
larger  family  circles.  Cousins  and  friends 
were  attracted  to  the  Congregation.  It  was 
here  that  lasting  friendships  were  formed. 
It  was  here  that  families  met  to  worship, 
to  center  their  lives  in  their  faith.  And, 
with  a  commitment  to  the  future,  they 
organized  and  grew. 

Eighteen  eighty-two.  Most  Jews  were 
recent  immigrants.  They  were  from 
Germany,  and  many  others  were  soon  to 
come  from  Eastern  Europe.  America  had 
not  yet  fought  the  Spanish-American  War. 
Who  would  have  imagined  two  World  Wars 
and  a  Holocaust  of  our  people  would 
occur  in  the  next  hundred  years?  And  who 
would  have  imagined  that  there  would 
be  a  rebirth  of  the  Jewish  People  in  a 
Jewish  state? 

Let  us  look  back  throughout  this  year, 
to  see  our  past  at  this  auspicious  moment. 
Few  of  us  will  be  blessed  to  be  centenarians 
by  ourselves,  but  all  of  us  are  centenarians 
as  members  of  Park  Avenue  Synagogue. 
How  does  it  feel?  I  suspect  that  as  we  see 
to  where  we  have  come,  we  shall  tell  our¬ 
selves  what  we  well  know:  that  it  feels 
very  good!
